The hospital surgeon who attended 
Smith said the appearance of the pu- 
pils of Smith's eyes disproved the sto- 
ry that he had been drugged. AH the 
testimony elicited tended to establish 
the fact that Smith was not dniKj^i d. 
Out of the 250 bouts Uiiit have tak» n 
place at the National Sporting club 
this year thii Is the first in which any 
contestants sustained serious injury. 

French Miners Oppose Strll<ing. 
,St BtieQne. France, April 29.— 
There Is a strong probability that the 

proposition to InauKurate a strike in 
ail the coal basins In .support of t!ie 
miners' strike '1^ .Monli cau-les-Mines. 
was defeated by the vote of the miners 
taken under direction of the miners' 
federation. A majority of the 165,000 
miners abstained from voting. The 
vote as canva-ssed shr>W3 2C.000 in 
favor of and 15,000 against striking. 

Wrecl< on Chinese Railway. 

Tien Tsln, April 2'.t. — It appears that 
19 Chinese were killed through the de- 
railing Sunday morning of the first 
train from Peking to Tien Tsln. be- 
tween Lo-Fa and TangiTsun, through 
t^e collapse of a culvert An Ameri- 
can private soldier named Kennedy 
was blightly injured. Gomifkttaioation 
has been restored.

Hamilton, Bermuda, April 29.— There 
Is considerable excitement in Bermu- 
da over the expected arrival of 1,700 
Hoer prisoners. The British govern- 
nunt has leased Darrell's island, one 
of the largest islands In the sound, 
and within a quarter of a mile of War- 
wickshire, for one year, with the op- 
tion of relinquishing it on a month s 
notice. Dicker's island has also been 
Inspected, but definite settlement has 
not been made in regard to It. 

Hermtidlans are not feeling very 
comfortable over It. The island is 
still garrisoned by the colored regi- 
ment, the Pirst West India, and the 
behavior of these troops Is by no 
means calculated to Inspire the confi- 
dence of the people they are supposed 
to guard. It is hoped that a very 
strong force of European soldiers will 
be sent with the Boers, or matters. It 
is feared, may be as uncomfortable as 
they were recently In St. Helena. 

Captured by the British. 

London. April 29. — Lord Kitchener 

reports to the war ofTlee from T'retoria 
und'-r date of April 28 as follows: 
"Kitchener's fighting scouts under 
Grenfell have surprised and captured 
Van Rensburg's laager at Klipdam, 
north of Pietersburg. Seven Boers 
were killed, 87 taken prisoners, 8,000 
pounds of ammunltl;)n,and all the wag- 
ons, carts, oxen, horses and mules 
were captured. Our only casualty was 
one wounded. The other columns re- 
port three killed. 60 taken prisoners, 
57 surrendered and one quick-firer 
captured." Another dlspat.-'h from I>ord 
Kitchener ilatcd .April Ull, .-i.iys: "Ccn- 
eral HIckxI has discovered at Ilossen- 
kal, South African Republic docu- 
ments and a large number of bank 
notes. . Byng has had a fight with 
Boers on ftic llnsutoland border so\ith 
of Wepcucr and killed ilve. Crenfell, 
in addition to the captures, reported 
38.500 rounds of small arms ammuni- 
tion. At Lydenburg 20 Boers have 
surrendered." 



Tried to Capture Cecil. 
Cape Town, April tt.— A party of 

Poers blew up the railroad between 
Graspan and Belmont. Cape Colony, in 
three places, April 27, apparently with 
the intention of intercepting a train 
carrying Cecil Rhodes. The damage 
done was slight and quickly repairid.. 

FIRES A ND FATA LITIES. 

Ll.^' and VHluuble I'l-operty i>e»lroyed, 
<'hil(] Kurguttpn in n k'uulc. 

Pittsburg. April 29.— Fire at the cor- 
ticT of Carson and Seventeenth streets, 
South Side, resulted in the loss of on<> 
life, a property loss estimated at |22'>,- 
000, consumed over a dozen buildings, 
and rendered a score of families home- 
less. The flames were discovcrt'd in 
the basement of the four-story depart- 
ment store of George B Lorech & 
Brother, and soon the entire building 
Was burning furiously, tt was in ru- 
ins within 30 minutes. A panic en- 
sued among customers and employes, 
which resulted in what seemed at first 
a well-founded report that eight per- 
sons had perished. This was found 
untrue after the fire had been con- 
trolled, the only fatality being the 
burning to death of .Mrs Kate Donley's 
child, aged ;{0 months. When the lire 
broke out Mrs Donley and her child 
were on the fourth floor. In her baste 
to escape the mother fell on the stair- 
way and was rendered unconscious. 
In the excitement th(> child was either 
forgotten or burned before aid came. 

A shower of burning timbers from 
the Lorsch building carried destruc- 
tion in every direction, and several 
other stores and a number of dwell- 
ings were swept by the flames. The 
losses are well covered by insurance. 

Latrebe's inferno. 

Latrobe. I*a., April 29.— The Are at 
the Dorothy coal and coke plant of the 
American Steel and Wire company, 
which started by an explosion Sunday 
night, is still burning. Superintend- 
ent Rogers and Wlliam 0111, who were 
overcome by smoke, have recovered, 
and no fatalities will result. It Is 
known that all the miners escaped. A 
pipe line has been laid lnt>i the mouth 
of the biasing pit and the mine will be 
flooded. It will probably be several 
days before the flames are extingi«lsh- 
ed. The loss to the plant will reach 
IUO.OOO. cover ed by Ins urance. 

Robbers Work, Flames Roar 

Arlington, Mass., April 29.— Plrewas 
discovered in the attic of the town 
hall, and when the attention of fire- 
men and police was directed to put- 
ting out the blase, robbers entered the 
office of the iown clerk on the ground 
floor of the building, forced open the 
safe and secured SL200.

— Italy Is mak 
ing the United States a dumping 
ground for her criminals and paupers 
This has been forcibly called to th( 
attention of local avithorities by the 
arrival in this port of three Italian 
brigands, whose depredations made 
them a scpurgo to the provinces in 
which they were reared Despairing 
of being relieved In any other manner 
the merchants umou whom they had 
p-eyed made up a liberal purse, with 
which the three were sent to America 
arriving here with money enough in 
their pockets to enable them to Ian 
unquestioned. These three outlaws 
who encountered no obstacle to pre 
vent tlietn from entering this country 
are In Kansas City. Warning has 
been sent by Police Commissioner 
Murphy to the Kansas City police offl 
cials, who have the Italians under sur 
velllance. After their ariival in New 
York the liri>;ands lived in a (juiet 
manner, meanwhile niaturinij th.-lr 
plans for a < areer of crime in the west 

Commissioner Murphy has found 
this to be no isolated case. "Italian 
criminals," said he. "are pouring Into 
New York on every shin that brings 
immigrants. The popular b. li< f that 
our laws ba - <uit criminals and p:!u 
pers Is a mistake. It may be that the 
Italian government has no pari in the 
scheme, but it is still true that the 
United States is being made the dump 
Ing ground, receiving the cast off.- 
from Italian prisons and poorhoiises. 

Callahan Acquitted. 

Omaha, April 2f». — James Callahan 
was acquitted of the charge of kidnap 
Ing Kdward ("udahy. Judge Maker se 
verely rebuked the Jurors for theii 
verdict and said he hoped - none of 
them would ever again appear in tin 
jury box. The jurors took the repri 
uiand In silence. No move has been 
made since except the rearrt st of ("a 
lahan on charges of grand larceny and 
false Imprisonment. Callahan is still 
in Jail, but his attorneys are preparing 
a showing which they believe will s< 
cure him freedom. They set forth 
that ("allahaii's liberty is placed in 
jeopardy on the same testimony, and 
virtually the same charges as those 
on which tie has been tried.
